ROBBEDL HEN COOP.

James Hummel Up to His 01d Tricks Again,

The presence at F, P. Pursel's
store of Miss Edna Keiffer, Friday
evening, where the purloiner had
gone to dispose of his booty, led to
the detection and subsequent arrest
of James Hummel, It would seem
that Hummel has a mania for steal-
ing chickens. It has not been very
long since he served six months in
jail on the same charge,

The victim of his theft on this
occasion was Mrs, W. H. Har-
mony, of Last Fifth Street, Her
flock originally consisted of ten.
Some time before Christmas, a thief
visited the hen house and stole six
of the largest ones. These were
not recovered. Friday morning she
carried some feed out to the re-
maining four. In the evening of
the saine day, she heard a noise at
the hen house, and going out found
that they were gone,

The next day, when she men-
tioned her loss to Edna Keiffer, the
latter informed her that she had
been in Pursel’s store the night be-
fore when a man came in with four
white chickens and sold them. He
first wanted ten cents a pound in
money, but finally left them at the
store, for nine cents a pound in
trade.

Mrs. Harmony went to Pursel's
store, and found the chickens., She
identified them and immediately
caused a warrant to be issued for
Huommel's arrest.

Before Squire Jacoby, he denied
the charge. Said he had sold four
chicken's at Pursell's but not the
ones in question. The evidence,
however, the identification of Hum-
mel by the girl, and also by Arthur
Werkheiser, clerk in the store, who
bought the chickens, was so direct
that e was hield in the sum of §300,
to auswer at Court, and in default
was committed to jail,

The Jews in narrow race prejudice
were looking for a national deliverance
while the world was forgotten and un-
cared for. John's broad announcement
that the Christ was to be the world's
gin bearer must have been startling to
his hearers, nnd yet how blessedly true
it was.

(1) The Blgn from Heaven. The De-
roent of the Holy Spirit upon Jesus and
the volee from Heaven was the Divine-
Iy appointed slgn to John whereby he
was to know the Christ. It ig the ae-
cepied opinion of Bible scholars that
John never met Jesus until His baptism,
which had taken place some 40 dave be-
fore the incidents of this lesson, the 40
days' temptation in the wilderness havy-
Ing Intervened.

(4) The Positive Testimony., John
was wllling to receive the evidence of
the Spirit and wae ready to bear posi-
tive testimony that “this (s the Son of
God." Oh, that men everywhere would
be willing to recelve the Indisputable
evidences which God supplies in His
Word, and by His Holy Spirit, that Je.
gns i8 the Christ, the Son of God!

“Behold the Lamb of God which
taketh away the gln of the worla,”
John's words have echoed through the
centuries. God had in expression of
His Infinite love and mercy and as pro-
vision for the need of a lost world, pro-
vided Himsell (Gen. 22:8), a Lamb,
which was a sufficlent saorifice (Heb.
9:12) for the atonement for the world's
sin. Jesus (s the Lamb slain from the
foundation of the world (Rev. 13:4).
“Behold!" then this Lamb of Gou.
“There I8 1ife for a Jook at the Crucified
One." (John 3:14,16.) Spurgeon says of
his conversion: “He looked on me, ]
looked to Him, and we were one forever,"
